Students  are  queued  for  the 
gruelling  task  of  registration.  Each  faculty  member  is  crouched, 
holding  a  stack  of  forms,  ready  to  pounce  upon  the  prospective 
student  and  leave  him  holding  the  forms  in  a  stupor  as  he  weaves 
down  the  long  corridor. 

Mollis   -  (Boldly    taking   next   place  in  line).     Come  on,  kids!    Let's 
get  this  registration  over.     Classes  begin  tomorrow. 
Williamson  -  (Hesitating).      This    looks    a    lot    different   from    high 
school  to  me. 
Bost  -  You  can  believe  it! 
Godwin  -  Let's  go! 
Taylor   -  No  backing  out  now! 

Narrator  -  Registration  was  completed  without  catastrophes  and 
thefalland  winter  quarters  with  their  numberless  research  papers  , 
exam  crammings  and  proverbial  burnmg  of  the  candles  ensued.

Upper  center  is  another  group  thumbing  through  the 
school  catalogue  and  chattmg  easily.  Some  students  enter  down 
left  and  are  greeted  amicably  by  two  faculty  members  behind  desk 
down  right. 

It's  certainly  good 
to    have    you  back,   Charles,     And  here's  Barbara  and  Mary.     My, 

this  is  really  going  to  be  a  wonderful  year] 

Bost   -  You  better  believe  it! 

Second  Faculty  Member   -  Hi,  Charlie.    You're  gonna  take  Heredity 

aren't  you  ? 

HoUis    -    (Laughing).     I'm    not     sure.      Let    me     see     one     of   those 

schedules  . 

(The  entire  cast  begins  to  enter  from  upper  center,  upper  left  and 

down  left.     Some  begin  registering,    others  form  groups  and  stand 

by  talking  over  the  coming  year).
